program continues rigid production

duction program is based, Wickard

this would present a titanic task 
And now the fierce Russian winter 
is about to close In, The Soviet Is 
short of rolling stock for Its rail- 
roads, and how It Is expected to 
move this great army Is a mystery 
not to mention transportation o! 
any of houshold effects and farm 
Ing implements. 


If the operation Is to be under 


taken over snow-blocked roads, In 
the face of blizzards and devastat 
Ing cold, we shall have such

story as rarely has been told. Per 
haps, however, the bolshevists d< 
figure on moving the people and 
their effects by train.

a fair measure of tho determination 
of the Reds to fight the Nazi in 
vaders to a finish—though wo neec 
no further proof than has been 
given already in the great defense 
offered by the Soviet armies and 
civilians.

army's newest and biggest tank, 
the M-3, got its first trial in ma-

division, 


As one of three newsmen al- 
lowed to participate In the first 
field test of the 80-ton steel Ju| 
gernaut, I rode the gunner's cradl 
inside one of them. I swayed eas- 
ily In a rocking motion as we trav- 
eled 25 miles an hour over sandy 
roadways and through pine for- 
ests. With hardly a Jolt we jump- 
ed ditches and smashed through 
10-inch trees. 


Many seereta were pointed out 
with a request that they not he 
described. I had ridden both the 
other type* of tanks used by the 
U. 8. Army—the 14-ton light and 
the 18-ton medium tanks—but they 
lacked many things I found In 
the M-*. 
The tank I rode waa one of 11 
In the first armored division which 
came off the production line less 
than three weeks ago. Others will 
arrive almost dally during the ma- 
neuvers. 


As I squeezed through a narrow 
porthole Into my seat, I found be- 
side me a 37 mm, gun and a .SO 
caliber mechlne gun, which I could 
aim and fire automatically, using 
complicated levers, switches and 
•buttons to manipulate the revolv- 
ing turret. 


In battle the only vision outward 
is through prismle sights, new to 
tanks', to keep out bullet splinters 
that can fly through sight open- 
ings hi' older tanks.

court, 


and waved at-her. 


Her husband, James Roosevjlt, 


was a lawyer by profession, but 
never practiced. He had financial 
and railroad interests. He belong- 
ed to the distinguished New York 
line whose name is recurrent in 
American history. His father, Is- 
aac Roosevelt, was a distant cous- 
in of Theodore Roosevelt. 


James Roosevelt died December 


8, 1900. Thereafter his widow liv- 
ed alone, but always in state, In 
half of the Roosevelt town hujsa 
In Manhattan. Her summers she 
spent with her family at Hyde 
Park in the huge house where 
abounded souvenirs of her son. 


"My Son Franklin." 


In her book, "My Son Frank- 


lin," 
Sara Delano Roosevelt de- 


scribed the sunny upstairs room, 
removed when the Hyde Park 
house was altered in later years 
In which her son was born.

related too that her son's birth- 
day might have been a tragedy, 
"for 
both of us were given too 


much chloroform."

her holding her baby and attired 
in a high-necked dress, her hair 
smoothly back and knotted at the 
neck.
